The following elevens have been 
picked as the best imaginary teams 
that could be put in the field to rep-' 
resent the institutions in this sec- 
tion. Some shifts have been made 
in order to increase the strength 
of the team as a whole, notably that 
of Morse to half from quarter, 
where he should prove a valuably 
man with such men with him as 
Stanton and Yancey. Dunn is also 
shifted from tackle to guard and 
Ellis from half to end. On the 
second team Eickhoff is placed at 
his old position, center, and Ander- 
son of Washington and Lee shifted 
to half from full. 

On the first eleven, Ellis is picked 
at end on account of his steady apd 
consistent work throughout theJsea- 
son. Were such a team to engage 
in actual play Ellis would be played 
at end on offense and at half on 
defense, Stanton being shifted to 
end.
